(1) The petitioner-appellant, Antonio Serpa, fildds appeal from the
Superior Court’s July 21, 2008 dismissal of hisitmet for a writ of mandamus.
We have determined that there is no merit to thpealp Accordingly, we
AFFIRM.

(2) On September 18, 2007, Serpa pled guilty ®s€ssion with Intent to
Deliver Cocaine in violation of title 16, sectior3l(a) of the Delaware Code.

Because Serpa had a previous conviction for thee s#fense, the Superior Court



sentenced him to a three-year minimum mandatoryogeof incarceration
pursuant to title 16, section 4763(a)(2) of thedwadre Code.

(3) In his petition for a writ of mandamus andhis opening brief on
appeal, Serpa asserts that, pursuant to title dctijos 4381(a) of the Delaware
Code, he is entitled to the application of goodetieredits on his three-year
minimum mandatory sentence. The Superior Courhidsed Serpa’s mandamus
petition on the basis that good time credits may b applied to a minimum
mandatory term of imprisonment. We agree with teatision.

(4) In Delaware, good time is an administrativeide that provides for
an inmate’s early release from a term of imprisomhe“[E]ntitlement to [good
time] credits is implicitly denied to prisoners Weg minimum mandatory
sentences”’

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS ORDERED that the judgmenttiué Superior
Court is AFFIRMED.
